• Hoosic River– Williamstown and North Adams, MA

• Hudson Brook – North Adams and Clarksburg, MA

• Ladd Brook – Pownal, VT

• North Branch Hoosic River– North Adams and 

Clarksburg, MA; Stamford, VT

• Potter Hollow Brook – Pownal, VT

• South Branch Hoosic River– North Adams, Adams, 

and Cheshire, MA

• Walloomsac River– Bennington and North 

Bennington, VT

• West Branch Green River– Williamstown and 

Hancock, MA
